NOTIFICATION 

No. 47/D/2010/KELSA. 15th November 2010. 

In exercise of powers conferred by Section 29A of the 
Legal Services Authorities Act, 1987 (Central Act 39 of 
1937) of Kerala State Legal Services Authority hereby 
makes the following Regulations to amend the Kerala State 
Legal Services Authority Regulations 1998 as per 
Notification S.R.O. No. 637/2009 published in the extra 
ordinary Gazette No. 1/D/09/KELSA dated 25th June 2009. 

REGULATIONS 

1. Short title and commencement .—(1) These 
Regulations may be called Kerala State Legal Services 
Authority (Amendment) Regulations, 2010. 

(2) They shall come in to force w.e.f. 13th January 
2010 the date on which the meeting of the Authority 
resolved to pay honorarium. 


2. Amendment of Regulation 37. —(1) In clause (i) of 
Regulation 37, ' 350 and ' 250 each per day shall be 
deleted and in that place the words and figures 

500 and ' 400 each per day” shall be inserted. 

(2) In clause (2) of Regulation 37 “at the rate of 
350 per day” shall be deleted and in that place the 
words and figures “' 500 per day” shall be inserted. 

3. In clause (3) of Regulation 37 500 per day” 

shall be deleted in that place words and figures 600 per 
day and Actual Travelling Allowance” shall be inserted. 

Explanatory Note 

(This does not form part of the Notification and is 
intended to indicate its general purport). 

Regulation 37 deals with honorarium payable to sitting 
and retired Presiding Officers and Members of Lok Adalats. 
Since the honorarium of ' 350 and ' 250 each per day 
fixed for Presiding Officer other than Sitting Judicial Officer 










in 2003 has become too inadequate in the present day 
money value, this amendment is effected. The sitting fee of 
retired Presiding Officers coming from outside the District 
fixed as “amount not exceeding ' 500” in the year 1999 also 
may not be sufficient in the present day context. This 
notification is intended to amend the existing provision to the 
aforementioned sums to make them suitable for their intended 
purpose in the present day context.

In exercise of the powers conferred Section 22B of 
the Legal Services Authorities Act, 1987 (Central Act 37 of 
1987) Kerala State Legal Services Authority hereby extend 
the jurisdiction of Permanent Lok Adalat at Ernakulam to 
Alappuzha. 

Explanatory Note 

38th Meeting of Kerala State Legal Services Authority 
held on 20-4-2010 resolved to start Permanent Lok Adalat 
(PLA) at Ernakulam having jurisdiction over the districts 
of Idukki, Kottayam, Thrissur and Ernakulam and this was 
notified as per Notification No. 387 /D/2010/KELSA dated 3rd 
May 2010. PLA at Thiruvananthapuram is having 
jurisdiction over the districts of Thiruvananthapuram, 
Kollam and Pathanamthitta. The 40th Authority Meeting 
resolved to establish PLA at Kozhikode having jurisdiction 
over the northern districts of Palakkad, Malappuram, 
Kozhikode, Wayanad, Kannur and Kasaragod. 

Alappuzha District will not come under the 
jurisdiction of 2 PLAs so far notified in the State. Hence 
the 41st Authority Meeting resolved to extend the 
territorial jurisdiction of PLA at Ernakulam to Alappuzha 
District also. Now PLA at Ernakulam have jurisdiction over 
the districts of Idukki, Kottayam, Thrissur, Ernakulam and 
Alappuzha. This notification is issued to achieve the 
above object.
